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Police News 


Police Chief Jim Williams has 
been informed by the FBI in Balti- 
more that they. believe the safe- 
crackers responsible for the GCS 
food store robbery have been ap- 
prehended in Baltimore. Two men 
were picked up on suspicion of 
breaking and entering and _ pos- 
sessing burglar tools similar to the 
type responsible for a number of 
safe-cracking jobs in the area dur- 
nig the past year. The men are 
“professional’ criminals and their 
“M.O.” (modus operandi) made 
them likely suspects. Their records 
showed they had served time in 
Ind. where they are wanted for 
various crimes, 

Complaints to the city police 
department included the phoning 
of citizens by unknown parties who 
fail to respond. Williams has. been 
urging citizens to contact the 
phone company in this matter. 

A reversal of form marked com- 
plaints this week also. Soap in the 
gas tank of a Greenbelt motorist 
required an expensive carburetor 
job to have the soap “cleaned out.” 
In another reversal, a tree hit a 
car on Parkway, after high winds 
knocked its top branches down to 
the roof of a parked car. 

The three teenage local boys re- 
cently apprehended in Texas and 
brought back to Greenbelt sub- 
mitted a plea of guilty in Judge 
Small’s court in Hyattsville last 
Tuesday. The boys were released on 
$1000 bond each pending a pre- 
sentencing investigation. They will 
receive their sentence on Dec. 16.

Council Makes Initial Tentative 
Slash of $6700 in New 1959 Budget

Setting for themselves the formidable task of chopping dow» 
the 14-cent tax raise that would be imposed by the city manager’s 
1959 proposed budget, the members of the city council at its regu- 
lar meeting on Monday, Dec. 1, grimly began searching the budgel 
for non-essential items which could be eliminated or substantially 
reduced. The council tentatively has found about $6700 worth and 
will continue its review tonight at 7:30 p.m. 


If the council is to maintain the 
1958 tax rate of $1.574, it will need 
to cut more than $13,000 from the 
budget. This situation exists even 
though the 1959 proposed budget 
of $263,138 is only about $2300 more 
than the 1958 council-approved bud- 
get, setting a tax rate of $1.71. 
Moreover, the 1959 budget figure 
is nearly $3000 less than what will 
be actually spent by the city in 
1958. 

City Manager Charles McDonald 
accomplished this reduction by not 
including such items as $1000 for 
part-time summer clean-up help, 
$2500 to subsidize the rent of the 
firehouse for the Greenbelt Fire De-

plus or funds not used elsewhere 

Furthermore, the manager’s bud- 
get does not now contain any of 
the recommended capita] improve- 
ments, such as the joining of Lake- 
wood’s Greenhill rd. with Hillside 
playground improvements, or’ the 
construction of g lake shelter and 
restrooms. Proposed pay raises for 
city employees have also been omit- 
ted, although it is generally agreee!’ 
that a raise is warranted particular- 
ly since federal government em- 
ployees recently received an in- 
crease. Finally, there are other 
items left out by the city manager 
which city department heads fee? 
are needed for the efficient opera- 
tion of the city, such as funds fer 
a thorough and complete audit of 
the city’s accounts. 

The primary cause for the city’s 
dilemma is that this is the first bud- 
get to take into account realistically 
the annual losses from the opera- 
tion of the 
the city bus service. These twe 
municipal activities were abou! 
$8,000 in the red in 1958 and are 
expected to lose an equal amount 
in 1959. 

The council started to tackle the 
swimming pool problem in two 4i- 
rections. It is planned to raise ad- 
missions by at least ten cents in 
all categories, In addition, pri- 
marily at the suggestien - ef. Coun- 
cilmen Jim Smith and Ben Gold- 
faden, an across-the-board cut of 
$2000 for pool operations was tenta- 


tively. made..'This would -be applied. 


at the discretion of the city man- 
ager and the recreation director and 
would probably mean some curtail. 
ing of the use of the pool. 

Another $2100 was cut out of the 
budget by not setting aside any 
funds for the replacement of items 
that cost less than $500. AB funds 
placed in the budget for the at- 
tendance of conferences by the: 
city manager, council, and depart~- 
ment heads have been taken our, 
although some of this may be put 
back. The total amount is $1590. 
About $1000 worth of materials and: 
supplies was deleted from the road-i 
ways department by the manager. ,’ 

Another economy move that the 
council plans to consider is to eli- 
minate or reduce the city’s part- 
time foot patrolmen, which it ig 
felt are no longer essential to the 
city’s needs. Although ideally the 
council would like to conjure up @ 
budget without g tax raise, there 
is serious doubt that this can be 
accomplished. McDonald ‘himself: 
admitted that the 1958 tax rate 
was “wrong” or, in other. words, ‘ 
too low to bring in sufficient re- 
venue to meet the city’s anticipated 
expenses. 

The review of the budget by the 
city council will be completed in 
time for public hearing to be held, 
on Monday, Dec. 15. The budget 
itself must be approved ‘by the 
council no later than Dec. 20.
